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From  the  transmission  tower  completed  in  late  April,  flash  the  broad- 
casts of  IV GH  on  a regular  seventeen-hour  schedule.  This  view  of  the 
“ height ” of  radio  was  taken  by  Bernard  Levinson,  four-high. 
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Fellow  students,  station  N.  N.  H.  S.,  broad- 
casting over  1937  kilocycles,  presents  through  the 
newly  installed  loud-speaking  apparatus  the  semi- 
annual broadcast  featuring  the  graduating  seniors 
of  our  high  school. 

This  program  has  been  prepared  to  bring  to 
you  the  highlights  of  the  year,  the  stars  of  the 
various  semester  appearances,  and  the  advances 
made  in  the  methods  of  presenting  assemblies  and 
programs  to  the  entire  school.  It  is  hoped  that 
with  the  help  of  the  new  broadcasting  system, 
this  program  as  well  as  those  that  follow  will  be 
clearer  and  more  easily  understood  than  before. 

So  that  this  will  be  no  ordinary  ephemeral 
aerial  broadcast,  the  annual  staff  has  tried  to 
make  an  accurate  recording  of  events  as  they  have 
happened.  In  this  way  both  we  and  our  friends 
and  classmates  may  keep  alive  the  memory  of  our 
first  amateur  performances. 
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To  Dr.  Joseph  H.  Saunders,  the  staff  of  the  annual  of  June,  1937, 
dedicates  this,  its  last  school  broadcast. 

For  fifteen  years  he  has  been  our  station  manager,  keeping  a firm, 
efficient  control  on  the  organization  of  personnel  and  administration  of 
finances.  Ever  progressing  and  looking  ahead,  he  has  tempered  vision 
with  a tolerant  common  sense  which  has  helped  him  to  maintain  a fine 
balance.  His  voice,  more  often  than  we  have  appreciated,  has  taken  an 
aerial  route  in  presenting  us  to  our  community  in  the  light  of  our  best  per- 
formances and  in  carrying  forward  plans  to  give  us  even  wider  oppor- 
tunities. 

While  many  of  us  have  not  known  him  personally,  we  have  all  felt 
the  power  of  his  guidance.  Sure  that  the  controls  were  in  his  hands,  we 
have  rehearsed  our  1551  diversified  roles  confident  that  he  would  blend 
our  varied  tones  in  one  harmonious  unified  production.

programs  over  the  High  School 
Broadcasting  system  Monday  night 
at  1 o’clock.  The  title  of  her  first 
address  will  be  “Latin  in  Govern- 
ment.” 


Graduating  Classes 
Pool  Gift  Money 
For  School 

Installed  early  in  May  the  new 
public  address  system  of  Newport 
News  high  school  is  the  cumulative 
gift  of  nine  graduating  classes  in- 
cluding the  class  of  June,  1936. 
The  new  apparatus  enables  every 
performer  to  be  heard  to  the  last 
row  of  seats  in  the  auditorium. 

“We  have  long  felt  the  need  of 
some  method  of  reinforcing  the 
voices  of  speakers  and  singers  to 
the  point  where  everyone  in  the 
auditorium  can  hear  just  what  is 
taking  place  on  the  stage  apron,” 
stated  J.  H.  Goodman,  electrical 
instructor,  who  sponsored  the  in- 
stallation of  the  equipment.  “Soon 
those  old  days  of  ear-straining  will 
be  forgotten.” 

The  system  was  designed,  con- 
structed, and  installed  by  Mr. 
Goodman  and  “Woody”  Oliver, 
alumnus,  who  has  become  a lead- 
ing public  address  engineer  in  this 
section  of  Virginia.  The  apparatus 
consists  of  microphones  for  chang- 
ing voices  and  music  into  minute 
electrical  pulsations.  These  pulsa- 
tions are  controlled  by  an  elect- 
ronic mixer,  and  strengthened  to 
any  desired  volume  by  an  ampli- 
fier. They  are  then  converted  back 
into  sound  by  the  speakers  located 
at  the  proper  places  throughout 
the  auditorium. 

An  operator  stays  at  the  con- 
trols to  regulate  volume  as  speak- 
ers move  about  or  lower  their 
voices. 

The  installation  of  this  equip- 
ment is  but  the  first  step  in  bet- 
tering methods  of  presentation. 
Although  sounds  made  by  large 
groups  can  be  picked  up  now,  in- 
dividuals at  various  points  of  the 
stage  cannot  be  understood.  It  is 
hoped  that  microphones  capable  of 
picking  up  a complete  stage  pre- 
sentation can  be  bought  in  the  near 
future. 

“Oh,  yes,”  added  Mr.  Goodman 
as  an  after-thought.  “There  is  a 
phonograph  pick-up  too.  We  could 
use  it  if  we  only  had  some  records.”
